WORLD POWERS 
CONGRATULATE

Buenos Aires, Jan. 27 (AP)—The 


Argentine military government- froze 
movements of the state merchant 
fleet today as one of the first fol- 
low-up actions to its 
diplomatic 


break with the Axis, all vessels being 
directed to remain In port "until 
new orders." 


It was expected here, however, 


that the tieup would not last long, 
since Argentine economy largely de- 
pends on. the free movement of the 
merchant fleet. 


(Although no reason jwas given 


for .the freezing, order, TiTseemed 
apparent that the Ramirez govern- 
ment deemed it unwise to expose the 
vessels to the menace of any lurking 
enemy submarine In the south At- 
lantic until some provision could 
be made for their protection, pos- 
sibly in convoys.

PA, INDUSTRIAL 
ACTIVITY IN '43 
HIT NEW PEAK: 


State CoHeee, Pa., Jan. 27 (AP)— 


Pennsylvania industrial activity last 
year topped that of 1942 by 17 per 
cent to establish a new record, 
Pennsylvania State college reported 
today. 


The college's monthly business 


survey at the same time said activity 
in December increased 14 per cent 
over that of the same period a year 
ago and the index for the month 
was 227 against 201.5 the year be- 
fore. The industrial index for 1943 
averaged 222.2. 


The college added, however, "in- 


dustrial activity in tne state seems 
definitely to have leveled off and 
little further expansion is antici- 
pated at this time. From November 
to December activity showed prac- 
tically no change, improvement In 
mineral production being offset by 
declines in other series." 


The survey also said the cost of 


living "was quite stable during the 
last four months of 1943" and added 
living costs rose only 3.1 per cent 
during the year in contrast with 10 
per cent jumps in both 1941 and 
1942. 


"Coal output for 1943 was just 


level with that of 1942 despite the 
acute need for more fuel," the re- j 
port continued. December's output 
of bituminous, however, was at the 
best level for the month in more 
than IsJ years and anthracite at the' 
best volume rince 1932. 


Other Records 


"The steel situation was much 


brighter in comparison.'_' the survey 
said, "with jthat industry meeting 
all v.iu uciiiuimc. ami HI u poaiuou 
to release moderate amounts of ma- 
terial for civilian use as soon as 
manpower is available and the mili- 
tary outlook justifies such release." 


Factory employment in December 


continued at 1,250,000 wage earners 
and pay-rolls remained close to the 
alltime peak of $55,000,000. Average 
hourly earnings were at $1.03. an 
all-time record and 17 cents above 
a year ago, the survey added.

Washington, Jan. 28 (A R )— A pent-up wtory of atrocities 
perpetrated by the Jnpanene Army on tho captured heroes of 
Bataan and Corregidor was released by the United States 
government today in'sickening detail. 


A joint report by the Army and Navy broke at last the 
rigid censorship maintained by the high command on the 
almost unbelievable re p o rts that came out of the Pacific, to 
tell what happened to the men whose valor slowed and delayed 
the tide of Japanese conquest. 


Compiled from the sworn statements of officers who 
survived the starvation and torture and escaped, it cata­ 
logued the infamy of a brutal enemy, and wrote in shock­ 
ing terms the code of the Japanese warrior— to subject 
,16,000 gallant soldiers to deliberate starvation, to shoot 
in cold blood the thirsty who seek water, to watch sick 
mini writhe and deny them medicine, to horsewhip those 
ftho help their fallen comrades, to heat men with two-by- 
* 
fours, to behead thieve who try to escape, and to bury 
tortured men alive.

Many Yanks Die Of Starvation 


“The three officers stated that several times as many 
American prisoners "of war have died, mostly of starvation, 
forced hard labor, and general brutality, as the Japanese have 
ever reported. 


#*At one prison camp. Camp O'Donnell, about 2,200 
American prisoners died in April and May, 1912. 
In the 
camp at Cabanatuan, about .1,000 Americans had died up 
to the end of October, 1912. 
Still heavier mortality oc­ 
curred among the Filipino prisoners o f war at Camp 
O'Donnell.” 


The calculated campaign of brutality began as soon as 
th ^exhau sted American and Filipino soldiers on Bataan col­ 
lapsed under the overwhelming weight of the enemy assault. 
W hat was in store for them was to begin with “the march 
of death"— and Dyess reported that, beaten and hopeless as 
they were, they never would have surrendered if they had 
guessed what lay ahead. 


Those With Jap Money Are Beheaded 


Thousand of prisoners were herded together on the 
Mariveles airfield at daylight April IO, within earshot of the 
still defiant guns of Corregidor. 
Some had food, but were not 
permitted to eat. 
All were searched, their personal belong­ 
ings seized. 
Those with Japanese money or tokens were 
beheaded.

In th e last analysis, It is the m ind 
th a t goes adventuring. It is th ere

Worked Until They Dropped Dead 
There was a hospital—a dilapidated building with no 
facilities, no medicine. 
Hundreds lay on the bare floor 
without cover. 
The doctors did not even have water to 
wash the human tilth from their patients. 
After one 
week, the death rate was 20 Americans and 150 Filipinos 
a day; after two weeks, 50 to 500 respectively. The sick 
as well as the merely starving were forced into work 
Kanjis, and worked until they dropped dead. 
About June I, the Americans were removed from Camp 
O’Donnell to Cabanatuan, where Dyess joined Mellnik and 
McCoy, who had come in from Corregidor. Conditions there 
were a little better. 
There was adequate drinking water, 
it was possible to bathe in muddy w ater; but the diet did not 
improve. 
And the brutality continued— men were beaten 
with shovels and golf clubs, “men were literally worked to 
death.'* 


Beaten And Then Beheaded 
Three officers who tried to escape were c a u g h t , 
stripped to their shorts, their hands tied behind them 
and pulled up by ropes fastened overhead, and kept in 
this position in the blazing sun for two days; periodically 
Japs beat them with a two-by-four; finally one was be­ 
headed and the others shot. By October 26, when Dyess, 
McCoy and Mellnik left Cabanatuan, 3,000 of the Amer­ 
ican prisoners had died. 
The three officers were taken, with 066 other prisoners,

Taylor, president of th e G ettysburg Food was slightly better there, but “the salvation of the 
American prisoners of war,’’ Dyess reported, was the Amer­

The beatings, the 
murder, the studied mistreatment and humiliation continued. 
By April, 1043, there were 1.100 of the 2,000 prisoners at 
Davao still able to work. 
This was the life from which McCoy, Dyess and Mellnik 
escaped April 4, 1043. 
The account is based solely on their 
official reports, but the Army and Navy said at least four 
others were known to have escaped from the Philippines—

"The three officers stated that several times as many 


American prisoners"of war have died, mostly of starvation, 
forced hard labor, and general brutality, as the Japanese have 
ever reported. 


•'At one prison camp, Camp O'Donnell, about 2,200 


American prisoners died in April and May, 1942. In the 
camp at Cabanaluan, about 3,000 Americans had died up 
to the end of October, 1942. Still heavier mortality oc- 
curred among the Filipino prisoners of war at Camp 
O'Donneil." 
The calculated campaign of brutality began as soon as 


th^exhausted American and Filipino soldiers on Bataan col- 
Japsed under the overwhelming weight of the enemy assault. 
What was in store for them was to begin with "the march 
of death"—and Dyess reported that, beaten and hopeless as 
they were, they never would have surrendered if they had 
guessed what lay ahead. 


Those With Jap Money Are Beheaded 


Thousand of prisoners were herded together on the 


Mariveles airfield at daylight April 10, within earshot of the 
still defiant guns of Corregidor. Some had food, but were not 
permitted to eat. All were searched, their personal belong- 
ings seized. Those with Japanese money or tokens were 
beheaded. 


'Then, in groups of ~500 to 1,000, tliey began the terrible 


six-day march, along the national road off Bataan toward 
San Fernando in Pampanga province, the "march of death" so 
hideous that it would make the black hole of Calcutta sound 
like a haven of refuge.

men fell out moaning, no one was allowed to help—those who 
still marched heard shots behind them. 


On the third day "we were introduced to a form of 


torture which came to be known as the sun treatment. 
We were made to sit in the boiling sun all day without 
cover. We had very little water, our thirst was intense. 
Many of us went crazy and several died. * * * Three 
Filipino and three American soldiers were buried while 
still alive, * * * 


Gutted Soldier Hung Over Fence 


"Along the road in the province of Pampanga there 


are many wells. Half-crazed with thirst, six Filipino 
soldiers made a dash for one of the wells. All six were 
killed. As we passed Lubao we marched by a Fili- 
pino soldier gutted and hanging over a barbed-wire 
fence. 
• ~ ••• 


"Before daylight on April 15 we were marched out and 


115 of us were packed into a small narrow-gauge box car. 
The doors were closed and locked. Movement was impossible. 
Many of the prisoners were, suffering from diarrhea and dys- 
entery. The heat and stench were unbearable. * * * At Capiz 
Tarlac we were taken out and given the. sun treatment for 
three hours. • Then we were marched to Ca'mp O'Donnell. * * * 


"I made that march of about 85 miles in six days on one 


mess kit of rice. Other Americans made 'the march of death' 
in 12 days, without any food whatever." 


Herded On Concrete Pavement 


The prisoners taken at Corregidor did not experience 


that march, but 7,000 Americans and 5,000 Filipinos 
were packed for a week with no food on a concrete pave- 
ment 100 yards square. There was one water spigot for 
the 12,000—the average wait to fill a canteen was 12 
hours. They got their first food—a mess kit of rice and 
a can of sardines—after seven days. 


At Camp O'Donnell there were virtually no water 


facilities. 


An Inch-Square Piece of Meat 


Prisoners stood in line 6 to 10 hours to get a drink. Cloth- 


ing went unchanged a month and a half. The principal food 
was rice, varied twice in two months with enough meat to 
give one-fourth of the men a piece an inch square. A few 
times there were comoties, a type of sweet potato, but many 
were rotten and the prisoners themselves had to post a guard 
to keep their starving comrades from devouring the rotten 
vegetables. There was an occasional dab of coconut lard, a 
little flour, a few mango beans. But there was a black market 
—those who had money could buy from the Japanese a small 
can of fish for $5. 


Worked Until They Dropped Dead 


There was a hospital—a dilapidated building with no 


facilities, no medicine. Hundreds lay on the bare floor 
without cover. The doctors did not even have water to 
wash the human filth from their patients. 
After one 


week, the death rate was 20 Americans and 150 Filipinos,^ 
a day; after two weeks, 50 to 500 respectively. The sick^ 
as well as the merely starving were forced into work 
gangs, and worked until they dropped dead. 


About June 1, the Americans were removed from Camp 


O'Donnell to Cabanatuan, where Dyess joined Mellnik and 
McCoy, who had come in from Corregidor. Conditions there 
were a little better. There was adequate drinking water, 
it was possible to bathe in muddy water; but the diet did not 
improve. 
And the brutality continued—men were beaten 


with shovels and golf clubs, "men were literally worked to 
death." 


Beaten And Then Beheaded 


Three officers who tried to escape were caught, 


. stripped to their shorts, their hands tied behind them 


and pulled up by ropes fastened overhead, and kept in 
this position in the blazing sun for two days; periodically 
Japs beat them with a two-by-four; finally one was be- 
headed and the others shot. By October 26, when Dyess, 
McCoy and Mellnik left Cabanatuan, 3,000 of the Amer- 
ican prisoners had died. 


The three officers were taken, with 966 other prisoners, 


to a penal camp at Davao, Mindanao, and put to hard labor. 
Food was slightly better there, but "the salvation of the 
American prisoners of Wr," Dyess reported, was the Amer- 
ican and British Red Cross supplies, both clothing and food, 
that finally began to arrive, months late. The beatings, the 
murder, the studied misti-eatrnent and humiliation continued. 
By April, 1943, there were 1.100 of the 2,000 prisoners at 
Davao still able to work. 


This was the life from which_McCoy, Dyess and Mellnik 


escaped April 4, 1943. The account is based solely on their 
official reports, but the Army and Navy said at least four 
others were known to have escaped from the Philippines— 
Majors Michiel Dobervitch, Ironton, Minnesota: Austin C. 
Shofner. Shelbyville. Tennessee; Jack Hawkins, Roxton, 
Texas,, and Corp. Reid Carlos Chamberlain, El Cajone, Cali-

LOCAL PILOT 
PROGRAM MAY 
BE RETAINED 


There was much speculation In 
Gettysburg Wednesday over press 
and radio dispatches from Washing­ 
ton to the effect that the House Mili­ 
tary Affairs Committee of Congress 
may recommend abolition of a I arg** 
part of 
the 
Army’s 
Specialized 
Training program soon In a move 
designed to save an estimated 200,- 
000 pre-war fathers from military 
Induction. 
All information out of Washings 
ton came from private disclosures 
by members of the committee. There 
was no official announcement of any 
definite curtailment program. Neith­ 
er was it indicated that the curtail­ 
ment, lf adopted, would affect the 
55th College Training Detachment 
operating at Gettysburg College and 
the Gettysburg School of Aeronau­ 
tics. 
Dr. Henry W. A. Hanson, presi­ 
dent of the college, Wednesday mor­ 
ning made this curt statement: “Tile 
program that Gettysburg college has 
is very probably the last one to be 
disturbed and I see no reason for 
anyone to be unduly alarmed,” 
May Be Reduced 
Richard Bircher, owner-operator 
of the airport, said that he did not 
have any official information as to 
the future status of the pilot train­ 
ing program here. 
It was learned, however, from an 
unofficial source, that the present 
air corps may be curtailed by one- 
third, that is the training of pilots 
reduced from 90,000 per month to 
60,000 throughout the country. This 
information, however, is not official.

sors met with officials of "the Office 
of'Defense Transportation to de- 
termine whether any attempt should 
be made to so correlate the routes 
of milk deliveries so that thousands 
of miles of travel could be saved 
yearly.

Discussing the fact that many 


milk haulers duplicate the routes 
taken by others, and that many of 
the more than 1,100 milt producers 
in the county travel over the same 
routes as others in taking the milk 
to processors, the men held that 
"something possibly can be done" in 
a cooperative manner to save tires, 
gasoline and trucks by doing away 
with duplication. The committee 
was appointed to determine "what 
can be done" and will begin func- 
tioning as soon, as it receives its 
appointment from Washington.

The set-up for the course at Fair- 


field is typical of the courses being 
given at high school centers where 
there is no farm shop connected 
with the school.

building, tools and lights and being 
reimbursed' from federal and state 
funds provided for such'courses un- 
der the Farm Security Administra- 
tion. 


After the school board approved 


the idea Dr. Anson Hamm, 'prin- 
cipal of the Fairfield schools set up 
an advisory committee including 
Dwight Strausbaugh, near Orrtanna, 
chairman;' Ellis Stine, hear Orrtan- 
na; John Beard, Gettysburg R. D.;
